THE SULTAN’S ACCESSION. 


To-day Egypt is celebrating the anniversary 
of the accession of its de jure suzerain, Sultan 
Abdal Hamid Khan of Torkey, and whatever 
the sympathies of many of our readers they 
catinot fail to be impressed by the enthusiasm 
which a large section of the Moslem popu- 
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success over Tarkish arms gained in Syria and 
Asia Minor. Some of these reasons we shall 
not attempt to discuss ; others can be openly 
treated in these columns, and deserve to be 
noted by those who allow their indignation 
at the misdeeds of certain of the Saltan’s 
servents to blind them to the progress which 
the Ottoman Empire has made under his 
rule and to his genuine popularity with a 
large proportion—not only of his Mos'em 
subjects, but of the Sunni Moslems of the 
world. First and foremost of these causes 
is the spread of what we may call the 
Pan-Islamic idea, which emphasises the 
spiritual headship of the Sultan over the 
Sunni Moslems. In Mesopotamia and Syria, 
in Kurdistan, in Central Asia and Tripoli, 
this doctrine, which had become almost a 


| formula, hag recently been revived and is 


fast becoming a belief. It has had a certain 
influence among a section of the Moslems 


| of Algeria, India and Egypt, though there can 


be no harm in recording our opinion that 
the bestowal of honors and rewards on its 
chief promoters in these countries has caused 
so loud and vigorous an outbarst of gratitade 
that it is a little difficult to hear the opinions of 
theplain man. It has met with fierce opposition 
alone in Arabia, where an influential minority 
longs for the retarn of the.days of Haroun-El- 
Rashid, and wherethe majority of thepopulation 
iscomposed either of Zaidis and Wahabis, who 
each claim to be the sole possessors of the 
trae doctrine, or of nomads, whose secular 
avocations of stock-raising and brigandage 
leave them little time for meditation on the 
beauties of dogma, But elsewhere this doctrine, 
in its revived torm, hinting at something more 
than a spiritual unity of the Moslems, has, 
‘made progress, and al! ‘students of 
politics must take note of its tendencies and 


_| development. Another cause of the warmth 


shown in celebrating the Sultan’s accession, is 
the undoubted economic progress made by 
Turkey since 1876. We do not here propose 
to enquire how mach of this progress ig 
really attributable to Kuropean capital and 
European science, somewhat grudgingly per- 
mitted to take apart in the exploitation 
of the Tarkish dominions, or to what 
extent public works, which are professedly 
inspired by economic and commercial ideals, 
are really political and strategical in their 
intention. But progress has been made and 
to the “man in the street” the fact is sufficient. 
Finally we come to the recent escape of the 
‘Sultan from a singularly croel and stupid 
attempt at assassination which destroyed 4 
number of innocent lives, and had it proved 
successful, would have caused a terrible explo- 
sion of rage and hatred among hundreds of 
thousands of Moslems. The fact that the 
Sultan bore himself, after the explosion, with 
the dignity and self possession that befit a 
Khalif and a ruler of the house of Othman, is 
of more importance in the eyes of his subjects, 
than the malyersations of his su i 
and in the eyes of Egyptians, than the arrest 
of the luckless journalists, sheikhs, or business 
men seeking & holiday in Syria and Palestine, 
All said and done the world judges externals 
first. 

We can therefore understand the enthusiasm 
which is being displayed on this occasion by 
many of the Moslems of Egypt. With this 
enthusiasm we have no quarrel, and our opinion 
of the methods of repression adopted against 
Christians in Armenia and Macedonia, against 
Druses in the Hauran, and Zaidis in the 
Yemen does not blind us to the fact that'the 
Mos‘em. world looks upon the wholesale 
slaughter or forced conversion of peoples who 
have rebelled not against the Sultan, butagainst 
the frantic mullah and the rapacious taxgatherer, 
not against the Moslem but against the paid spy 
and the venal judge, with comparative indiffe- 
rence—not to say callousness. The indictment 
may seem too harsh, but we think that it will be 
admitted by all who are in touch with eastern 
affairs that, with the exception of the enlight- 
ened Mohamedans of Egypt and India, the 
followers of the prophet can with difficulty be 
persuaded that even rebellions schismatics and 
infidels do not deserve torture and outrage. 
Whatever the crimes of European armies in 
the past, the Russo-Turkish war, the British 
occupation of Egypt, and the Anglo-Egypti 
reconquest of the Sudan were accompanied b 
the minimam of violence and bratality towards 
non-combatants, But it is hopeless to expect the 
unenlightened to hold these views and, in the 
meantime, it is satisfactory tonote that in parta 
ofthe Turkish Empire,—we may instance Damas- 
cus and Beyrout —,energetic and honest Walis 
havemiade it possible for Christians and Moslems 
to live together without broils or riots, and by 
their energy and toleration have achieved 
results that would have been thought impos- 
sible ten years ago. The contentment and 
prosperity of the Turkish Rmpire are almost as 
important to its neighbours as its integrity, 
and we ate ready to acknowledge both that 
progress has been made on these respects 
ander the reign of Abd el Hamid Khan and 
thatno monarch has worked harder for what 
heconceived to be the welfare of hissubjects than 
the present Sultan. The whole machinery 
religious and political, of the vast organisation 
is in his hands, his diplomatic. subtlety has 
enabled him to evade demands that he could 
not repel, and his inflexible determination to 
preserve intact the dominion of his house hss 
communicated itself to his armies in: recent 
wars, and may yot lead Ahmed Paigi Pasha to 
victory over the armies of Yahya ibn Hamid 
el Din, the bold Arab claimant to the Imamate 
of the Yemen, in the battle that is expected 


to take place to-day under the walls of Sand.

The 
ordinary course includes instruction in mathe- 
matics, geography, the English language and 
literatare, divinity, singing, drawing, French, 
and Latin, and to these maybe added on 
payment of extra fees Arabic, German, and 
music.

A NATIONAL CONGRESS. 


AMAZING DOCUMENT. 


We have received a species of manifesto, 
printed in Cairo-and drawn up, we should 
say by'some very young men. It is described 
as a circular of the public advocates of a 
National Congress. This congress, we are 
assured, has decided to establish a school for 
young Egyptians anxious to see their country 
progress. It aims at a campaign against dis- 
honesty and self indulgence and especially 
against the vices that injure social and 


family life. The Congress also aims atthe forma-. 


tion of a club in Cairo where discussions can 
be held, with the object of discovering the 
moral needs of the country, and the methods 
whereby Egyptians may be educated and 
enlightened. 

[t aims at persuading the natives of the 
country to kesp the wealth of the country in 
their hands, and so to coriduct themselves that 
foreigners will cease to look down on them. 
In this way Egyptians will one day govern 
themselves. The Congress proposes to bring 
ite views before the Government in the near 
future. Ita suggestions can be summed up as 
follows. 

1.—Restrictions shou'd be imposed on 
Europesn immigrants to Egypt with a view 
to restricting crime and only itting persons 
whose antecedents are respectable and possess 
a certain sum of money. 

2.—Companies should be strictly prohibited 
from encroaching on 4 privileges granted 


them by the Governmen 
_3,—The Regulation of all bourse specula- 

tions. 

4.—Restrictions should be imposed on ex- 
ports and imports, so as to check the excessive 
export of necessaries—such as cereals —and 
the consequent rise of their price. 

5.—The establishment of local commissions 
throughout Egypt to regulate the price of 
vegetables, bread and meat. 

6.—A thorough inspection of liquor shops. 

7.—Rents should not be permitted to rise 
above @ certain level. 

8.—The 2 % rate levied by the Municipality 
of Alexandria for the construction of the new 
cea wall to be abolished, the sea,wall being 
bow completed. 

5,—The reduction of the salt tax. 

10.—The reduction of the rates levied by the 

water company. 

"he authors of this document have refrained 
from signing their names in full, and we have 
gathered nothing from a study of some rather 
cryptic initials. As for their suggestions, some 
appear to us to be unnecessary, the attention 
ofthe Government being occupied with the 
discovery of the means to combat the evils of 
which the signatories complain, while others 
are so thoroughly medieval that we cannot 
help being amused at the naiveté of the writers, 
who obviously imagine that the revival of the 
trade restrictions of the fifteenth century. will 
prove s panaces for any economic ailments from 
which Egypt saffers.

NATIVH PRESS COMMENTS. 


The comments of the native Press on the 
Accession day of the Sultan bear a decided 
resemblance to those of Turkish newspapers, 
published on previous occasions of this kind 
at Constantinople, and often quoted as exam- 
ples of what we may call the ‘honorific’ style 
of composition. In reading them we move in 
august regions peopled by courtly superlatives, 
resonant titles and cardinal virtues, in a fairy- 
land of splendour and dignity where debts 
and difficulties are ignored and where the 
Commander of the Faithful and the great 
dignitaries of his Empire receive the endless 
homage of a contented people. This species of 
composition cannot perhaps be naturalised in 
Egypt with complete success. We reproduce 
the following extract from our contemporary.

EGYPTIACA. 


BY JOSEPH OFFORD. 

The new association founded in - Paris 
somewhat upon the model of the British, 
Egyptian, and Palestine Exploration Fands, 
the “Société Francaise de Fouilles Archéologi- 
ques,” has recently held an exhibition at the 
Petit-Palais de Champs Elysées, in which ‘were 
shown the results of M. A. Gayet’s latest 
campaign of excavations at Antinoe. 

As is well known this explorer has been 
working at the site of the Emperor Hadrian’s 
celebrated city at various times since 1896, 
but no season’s explorations have been so fruit- 
fal as the Jast. Hitherto M. Gayet had 
devoted his attention to the vast necropolis 
to the north-east of the town, but this ceme- 
tery did not possess tombs of the richer or 
patrician families, though those of various 
pagan and Christian people were found there 
of what.may be termed well-to-do people. 

The great nien, however, of the capital of the 
Roman Thebaid were undiscovered, and s0 this 
last winter M. Gayet searched in the rocky 
valleys on the edge of the ‘Arabian Plateau” 
towardthe Red Sea, and was rewarded by find- 
ing # superior style of sepulchres, though most 
of them had been pillaged, probably in late 
Persian times under Chosroes, about A.D. 600. 
The description of the tomb given by the 
Gayet in the “Catalogue Sommaire” of the 
Exhibition need not detain usheréexceptingthe 


account of one, the burial arrangement of which’ 


was so uniqne that itis interesting to read the 
explorer’s description in full. “L’an d’enx, ob je 
retrouvais le corps d’un gladiatenr, offrait cette 
particularité caractéristique que, sur tout le 
fond, une épaisse couche de ciment recouvrait 
les dalles. Une silhouette humaine y avait été 
modelée en creux, donnant de profil les lignes 
d’ensemble du squelette, auquel s’accrochaient 
les mastes figurant le vétement. Les cétes, les 
os des bras, des jambes, étaient dessinés avec 
goin ; & l’entour, les lignes du rappel de man- 
teau étaient en proportion suffisante. Autre 
détail non moins important: alors que dans 


toutes les tombes le mort repose couché sur le 


dog, le corps du gladiateur était étenda sur le 
cdté, s’emboitant dans ce moulage, bien qu'il 
fat un tiers environ plas grand que nature. 
Q’est le seul exemple jusqu’ici de pareil fait 
observé.” 

The Gayet notes the valuable fact that in 
Christian burials the mummy holds in his 
right hand upon the breast the “crown of 
election” jast asin early and late Egyptian 
tombs the deceased grasped the magic sceptre, 


Nek, which symbolised the fature life in the, 


theology of the ancient priests. Also the 
presence of portraits in all the tombs of 
wealthy people is connected evidently with 
the portraits, from the “Double” or “Ka” spirit 
in the old Egyptian sepulchres, which in 
the latter were mostly statues and not relief 
representation of the defunct. ‘The same-idea 
that-if the mummy were destroyed, the replica 
or effigy would take its place appears to have 
lingered on into Christian times. The custom of 
gilding the face, fully dwelt upon in the 
“Egyptian Gazette” in an essay entitled “The 
Golden Horns,” was still practised quite late'y 
at Antinoe, reminding us of the Pharaonic reli- 
gious literature, promising the deceased should 
have a “visage shining as the light,” or “that 
the eyes ehall see the light.” To ensure the 
fulfilment of this latter formula, the mummies 
in some cases have little rolls of bitamen 
covered with gold leaf, inserted in the orbital 
sockets. 

Among the tombs discovered, the most inter- 
esting occupants Were a charioteer andagladia- 
tor, doubtless celebrated championsin thecircus 
fétes at Antinoe and a lady ‘“Khelmis” the 
famous singer of Osiris Antinous, certainly a 
prieatly hierophant in the temple wherein the 
unfortunate favorite of Hadrian was worshipped 
under the ceremonial cult of the ancient 
Egyptian ritual. Other frames appear also to 
have been those of actors in the Antinoe 
Olympic games, or of cfficiants in the “Mys- 
teries” instituted in honor of the lovely youth 
Antinous.

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VITALITY STATISTICS. 


From the latest returns of the statistical 
office in Cairo we find that the births regis- 
tered there during the week ending Satarday 
19th August, were 410, including 3 of Euro- 
pean parentage ; and the week following 441, 
which included 6 of the latter category. For 
the two weeks under review the deaths were 
492, of which 9 were of European. nationa- 
lity, and 489, of these 19 being Europeans. 

During the game weekly periods the total 
numberof births at Alexandyia.were 271, of 
which 12 were of Earopean parentage; and 255, 
including 6 of the latter category. The deaths 
totalled 283 for. the first week, of which 17 
wore Enrepeans; and 256, in the second 
week, including 19 of the latter. 

It should be remarked that the figures 
given relating to the births of European chil- 
dren are thse sent in by the district in- 
speotors, as the new law compelling the re- 
gistrationof all children belonging to Europeans

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OFFICIAL COMMUNICATION. 


Mr. E. D. Morel,’ hon. secretary of the 
Congo Reform ”Assoviation, has -issued: for 
publication ‘the further corresporidend 
has passed between his organisation and “Lord 
Lansdowne, the Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 
Lord Lansdowne’s communication, which is 
dated the 17th inst., is a reply to one from Mr.

“Tam to inform you that reports of the 
privations from which these natives are suffer- 
ing have been received through the acting 
British Consul at Boia, and his Majesty's 
Minister at Brussels has been instructed to call 
the attention of the Congo Government to the 
“T am to state that the latter recently point- 
ed out to Monsieur. de Cavelier, in the course 
of conversation, the hardship.involved by send- 
ing consi p.numbers. of .native witnesses, 
required in. connection with, the trial of. white 
men, to Boma from the Upper Congo, ‘and 


inquired. whether such trials, conld not. take } 


place in the Upper Congo. Monsieur de Cuve- 


lier replied. that the practica, of holding Fiala: 
Upper 


when white.men . were, involved, in the 
Congo or rather remote. districts, -hed, since 


1895, in consequence of the Stokes case,, been. 


abandoned, and that. it would xequira. serious 
consideration whether it would be possible to 
resume the practice of holding of. as 
important a character as those now under 
discussion anywhere but atthe principal seat of 
justice. 

“Iam to add that his Majesty’s Acting 
Consul at Boma has been instructed to give 
the native witnesses such assistance as he 
properly can in their efforts to obtain work 
during their detention st Boma.” 

Mr. Morel, as a rejoinder, submitted th 
following to Lord Lansdowne : ‘ 

“In the report to the Sovereign of the 
State (‘Rapport au Roi-Souverain’), dated 
Brussels, 21st. May, 1897 (‘Bulletin Offisiel 
No. 5 bis, numero supplementaire’), it is 
stated : 

In all the districts of the interior the 
creation of territorial tribunals has been 
decided, empowered to apply penal law-to 
all residents in the State, native, or other, 
the courts-martial thus becoming com- 
petent only to deal with military cases, 

“Jt is true that in the same official report 
the value of the new organisation was greatly 
lessened by the proviso that in cases of ‘murder 
and homicide,’ and of ‘attempts upon the life 
or liberty of the natives’ (the charges bronght 
against Europeans employed in the Upper 
Congo, for the prompt local investigation of 
which the machinery referred to in the pre- 
vious paseages of the report was ostensibly 
created, being precisely of this character) the 
‘Earopeans accused should be brought before 
the Tribunal in“ the Lower Congo, the object 
being, as stated in the report, ‘to guarantee 
more efficaciously the repression of particular- 
ly grave acts.’ But the procedure adopted in 
ysrious cases would appear to differ not a 
little. Thus on November i4th, 1901, M. 
Lejeune, an agent of the A.B.I.R. Society, 
was sentenced by the Territorial Tribunal at 
Coquilhatville—,which, according to Monsieur 
de Cuvelier, would appear to be non-existent 
—to eix months’ imprisonment, and 1,000 fre, 
fine. The original charges in this case would 
seem to have been those of making war upon 
the natives without authorisation, in the 
course of which the bodies of the slain were 
alleged to have had their hands removed ; 
and handing out firearms to soldiers contrary 
to law. M. Lejeune, I understand, was aoc- 
qnitted of the first-named charges by the local 
tribunal, and acquitted of the latter on appeal. 

“Whatever arguments may be adduced by 
Monsieur de Cuvelier in explanation of the 
present system of administering jastice in the 
Congo, the resultant effect is, on the one hand, 


to facilitate the escape of Enropeans inyolved’ 


in alleged cases of atrocity ; on the other, 
to bring unmerited sufferings upon native wit- 
nesses, and to close the mouths of native 
witnesses who would be only too anxious to 
come forward to testify to the wrongs of which 
they and their relatives have been, and con- 
tinue to be, the victime, were local courts 
authorised to deal with their grievances and 
were they guaranteed from subsequent per- 
secution. ‘ 

«The present system, in its practical out- 
come, constitutes, indeed, a negation of jus- 
tice, and admits of no defence; | 

“In conclusion, I would beg leaye to point 
out reapectfally to your lordship that, while 
the ‘carefal regulations’ indicated by Monsieur 
de Cuvelier are being elaborated, and while 
the report of the Commission of Inqniry re- 
mains still unpublished, the slaughter and tor- 
tare of native: in the Upper Congo continue 
with monotonous persistency.

Matachin is the half-way station on the line 
of the Panama railroad. Here the trains pass 
on their daily trip across the Isthum s. Here 
also the Rio Chagres, after descending from 
the higher and more remote ranger, sweeps 
sharply round and mskes its way down the 
broad valley, to the ocean near Colon. No 
river within the equatorial area bears a more 
sinister repatstion. It has given the name to 
oue of the most pernicious forms of tropical 
fevers ; while its sinuous course, crossing and 
recrossing the axis of tha Panama Canal, its 
sudden floodings and destructive force, make 
it the most formidable difficulty which the 
engineers and contractors of the undertaking 
have to overcome. So impossible of control is 
it that itis proposed to intercept it, and, as 
it were, hang it up out of the way on the 
mountain side. It is navigable by native 
coyuka from Colon to Matachin, but only 
those well versed in its temper and vagaries 
use it to any extent. 

A study of the canal plan showed that the 
best method of seeing the works on the 
Atlantic slope of the Cordillera was to go by 
river. When 1 made the suggestion to the 
dark-skinned Colombian in the village store 
he stared, and said he had never known white 
men attempt the trip.

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SLEEPING SICKNESS. 


A lecture was given recently at Pieter- 
maritzburg, on ‘ Sleeping Sickness” by Cofonel 
David Bruce, C.B.,F.R.S., Royal Army Medi- 
cal Corps. 

Colonel Bruce introduced the subject by 
showing that it was by no means impossib'e 
that this disease, sleeping sickness, might pass 
southward from Lake Victoria and Central 
Africa and reach the Zambesi, or even invade 
some parts of the Transvaal. The disease 
was endemic on the West Coast of Africa, 
especially in the basin of the Congo, and here 
it had been known as long as we had any 
history of that. coontry. Slaves taken trom 
the West Coast had died of the disease in 
the West Indies and other countries, but 
without spreading the disease to their imme- 
diate neighbours, 

Sleeping sickness first broke out in the 
province called Busoga. It was probably in- 
troduced when Emin Pasha’s Sudanese and 
their wives and followers, numbering some 
ten thousand, were brought into and settled 

|in Brsoga. These natives were brought from 
| the Congo territory, a country in which the 
| disease had been endemic for a long time, 
and, therefore, it was hardly to be expected 
that this large number of natives would not 
contain & certain number suffering from the

, caused by the entrance into the blood of a 
| minute protoz2al parasite called Trypanosoma 
| gambiense. The micro-organism was first named 
and described by Dr. Dutton, who recently lost 
his. life on the West Coast of Africa while 


pursuing the study of this disease. The trypan- 


lived among the red blood corpuscles, where it 
could Le seen wrig,] ng about with great acti- 
vity, if the blood were examined under the 
microscope with a magnification of 200 or 300 
diameters. If the biood of cases of sleeping 
sickness were examined with safficient care 
this parasite would te found in every case. It 
was also found in fairly large numbers in the 
lymphatic glands of the body, and as the dis- 
ease advanced it could always be found in the 
cerebro-spinal flaid which bathed the brain and 
spinal cord. 

Sleeping sickness in Uganda had a very 
peculiar distribution, and the country can be 


divided into sleeping sickness areas and non- |. 


sleeping sickness areas. An examination of the 
natives living in the sleeping sickness areas 
showed that some 30 per cent. of them were 
in the early stages of the disease, and their 
blood contained thess trypanosomes. On the 
other hand, although a large numbar of natives 
were examined in the non-sleeping sickness 
areas, in not & single cage could a trypanosome 
be found ; further, when blood or cerebro- 


healthy monkey the animal took the disease and 
died after several months with typical sy mp- 
tome of sleeping sickness, and its brain showed 
the characteristic alteration in its substance 
Which was found in sleeping sickness in. man. 
When the Royal Society Commission which 
had been sent ta Uganda in the spring of 1903 
had discovered these facts, they came to the 
conclusion that this trypanosoma was the true 
cause of the disease. The next point they took 
up was to try to discover the reason of the 
carious distribution of the disease in Ugunda. 
Sleeping sickness was only foand iu a narrow 
area lying along the shore of the lake. }t was 
fonnd on both bands of the Nile as far as Lake 
Albert ; it alsa ocourred round the shore of 
Iske Albert and paszed north along the Nile 
almost as far as Wadelai. The disease was very 
common among the inhabitants ot the nume- 
rous small islands which dotted the northern 
part of Lake Victoria.

ther. Experiments were then made, which 
showed that this biting fly, Glossina palpalis, 
could carry the disease from the sick to the 
healthy for a period of at least 48 hours. 
Experiments made with other specias of bitin g 
flies, made under exactly the sane conditions, 
failed to give any result, Lastly, tsetse flies 
caught in the sleeping sickne s areas and p'ac- 
ed straightway ou healthy monkeys conveyed 
the disease in every case. This disease, which 
killed every one it attacked, had already caus- 
ed the death of some hundreds of thousands of 
natives in Central Africa. It was slowly spread- 
ing wherever there was a Glossina palpalis to 
convey it. It wis now spreading north along 
the Nile from Lake Albert. It was slowly 
spreading round Lake Albert, had reached the 
south of Lake Victoria, and there was no Bay-
